An  ordinance  to  condemn,  open,  widen  and  extend 
Aisquith  Street  from  Baltimore  Street  to  Fayette 
Street,  said  Aisquith  Street,  between  Fayette  Street 
and  Laurel  Street,  to  be  widened  from  about  forty 
feet  to  about  one  hundred  feet,  and  between  Laurel 
Street  and  a  point  fifty  feet  southerly  therefrom  to 
be  widened  on  the  west  side  from  its  present  width 
of  twenty-seven  feet  to  forty  feet  on  the  south  side 
of  Laurel  street  and  decreasing  to  its  present  width, 
and  between  Laurel  Street  and  Baltimore  Street  to 
be  widened,  from  its  present  width  on  the  east  side 
of  McKims  School  of  twenty-seven  feet,  by  the 
opening  of  a  strip  on  the  west  side  of  McKim's 
School  of  forty  feet,  in  accordance  with  a  plat  thereof 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioners  for  Opening 
Streets,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  May,  1913,  and 
now  on  file  in  said  Office.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Section  4,  13,  16,  17,  112  and 
113,  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1906,  Article  23, 
Title  "Markets"  and  to  re-ordain  the  same  with 
amendments. 

Section  1 — />v  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Haiti  more,  that  Sec- 
tions 4,  13,  16,  17,  112  and  113  of  the  Bal- 
timore City  Code  of  1900,  Article  23,  title 
"Marketsy"  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed  and  re-ordained  with  amendments, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Street  Cleaning  to  see  that  all 
of  the  markets  of  Baltimore  City  are  kept 
well  cleaned  and  free  from  dirt,  filth,  snow 
and  rubbish.  He  shall  perform  such  duties 
and  obey  such  rules  and  regulations  in  re- 
spect to  keeping  the  markets  clean  as  may 
be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Board    of    Estimates. 

13.  The  clerks  of  tin1  several  markets, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates, shall  have  power  to  fix  the  rent 
of  all  stalls,  stands,  shambles,  benches  or 
places  in  any  market  of  Baltimore  City, 
provided  that  no  rent  shall  be  charged  for 
sfroei    stalls  the  occupants  of   which   shall 
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pay  an  annual  license,  and  an  annual  Rentals. 
charge  in  lieu  of  per  diem,  hereafter  pro- 
vided for.  But  nothing  in  this  Section 
shall  prevent  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  at  any  time  hereafter,  from 
fixing  by  ordinance,  the  rent  of  all  stalls, 
stands,  shambles,  benches  or  places  in  any 
market  of  Baltimore  City. 

16.  At  the  time  of  applying  for  a  lieense  0c1ci"^on: 
to  occupy  any  stall,  stand,  shamble,  bench 
or  space  in  any  market  in  Baltimore  City, 
the  applicant  shall  state  to  the  Comptroller 
in  writing  whether  he  desires  to  occupy 
said  stall,  stand,  shamble,  bench  or  space 
on  every  week  day  or  only  on  market  days; 
and,  in  the  former  case,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
Comptroller,  in  lieu  of  the  per  diem  hereto- 
fore paid  to  the  Clerk  of  the  market,  the 
annual  sum  of  Eighteen  Dollars  ($18.00), 
and  in  the  latter  case  the  annual  sum  of 
Twelve  Dollars  ($12.00),  and  the  Comp- 
troller shall  give  a  receipt  therefor  in  writ- 
ing stating  whether  the  applicant  is  to  oc- 
cupy such  stall,  stand,  shamble,  bench  or 
space  every  Aveek  day  or  only  on  market 
days;  but  every  such  applicant  shall  have 
the  privilege  instead  of  paying  the  entire 
annual  charge  provided  by  this  section,  in 
advance,  to  pay  the  same  monthly  in  ad- 
vance, and  the  receipt  of  the  Comptroller 
shall  be  given  accordingly.  It  being  the 
intention  of  this  section  to  charge  no  more 
than  the  annual  sum  in  lien  of  the  per  diem  „ 
heretofore  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  market, 
when  any  stall,  stand,  shamble,  bench  or 
space,  as  now  designated  on  the  plats  of  the 
several  markets  on  tile  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Comptroller,  is  occupied  by  two  per- 
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sons  than  would  be  charged  if  the  same 
were  occupied  by  one  person  only;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  per  diem  to  be 
charged  the  occupants  or  owners  of  stalls 
in  Rollins  Market  who  shall  occupy  a  stall, 
stand,  shamble,  bench  or  space  in  said 
market  only  on  market  days,  shall  be  the 
sum  of  $8.00  in  lieu  of  the  per  diem  here- 
tofore paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  market,  but 
whenever  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
such  stall,  stand,  shamble,  bench  or  space 
in  said  market  shall  state  to  the  Comp- 
troller in  writing  that  he  desires  to  occupy 
such  stall,  stand,  shamble,  bench  or  space 
on  every  week  day,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
Comptroller  in  lieu  of  the  per  diem  here- 
tofore paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  said  market, 
the  annual  sum  of  $18.00. 

17.  Whenever  the  clerk  of  any  market 
shall  rent  or  hire  out  any  stall,  stand, 
shamble,  bench  or  space,  he  shall  give  to  the 
person  or  persons  obtaining  the  same,  a 
certificate  thereof,  which  shall  specify  the 
terms  of  the  tenure  and  the  number  and 
other  description  of  the  stall,  stand,  sham- 
ble, bench  or  space;  and  if  the  Board  of 
Estimates  shall  approve  the  terms  of  said 
certificate,  the  Comptroller  shall  forthwith 
grant  to  the  person  holding  the  same  a  li- 
cense under  the  corporation  for  the  stall, 
stand,  shamble,  bench  or  space  described 
in  such  certificate  for  one  year  and  no 
longer,  in  which  license  shall  be  distinctly 
expressed  the  number  or  other  description 
of  the  stall,  stand,  shamble,  bench  or  space, 
ihe  market  wherein  it  is  situated  and  the 
terms  of  the  tenure;  and  the  Comptroller 
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shall  keep  a  record  of  the  name  of  the  per-  Record 
son  to  whom  such  license  shall  be  granted, 
and  the  terms  and  tenure  thereof,  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  and  similar  pur- 
poses, and  every  such  license  shall,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Comptroller,  be  trans- 
ferable and  renewable  from  year  to  year 
during  the  existence  of  said  market,  pro- 
vided said  licensee  shall  have  complied  with 
all  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore relating  to  markets,  and  said  license 
shall  be  evidence  of  title  in  the  grantee  or 
assignee  thereof  to  the  stall,  stand,  sham- 
ble, bench  or  space  therein  mentioned;  and 
the  person  applying  for  said  license  shall 
pay  therefor  to  the  Comptroller  Ten  Dol- 
lars ($10.00)  per  annum  in  advance  for  the 
use  of  the  City,  no  greater  amount,  how- 
ever, shall  be  collected  than  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars  ($10.00),  as  a  license  fee  for  the  use 
of  a  stall,  stand,  shamble,  bench  or  space,

aforesaid;  provided  that  if  said  two  arbi- 
trators shall  after  a  reasonable  time  fail  to 
agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  such  umpire. 

Section  3 — Be  it  farther  ordained,  that 
the  right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  all  times  to  exercise,  in  the 
interest  of  the  public,  full  municipal  super- 
intendence,  regulation   and   control   in   re- 
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spect  to  all  matters  connected  with  the  Regulations, 
grant  herein  contained  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  terms  thereof,  and  that  in  the 
event  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns  refusing,  neglecting  or  failing  to 
comply  with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions 
upon  which  the  said  franchises  or  rights 
are  hereby  granted,  said  franchises  or 
rights  shall  lie  and  become  wholly  null  and 
void. 

Section  4 — And  be  it  further  ordained^^v^^,  ad- 
that  in  consideration  of  the  right  herein-  tracks' 
before  granted,  the  said  grantee  shall  pay 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  all  expense  of  advertising 
and  the  sum  of  Thirty  ($30)  dollars,  and 
a  like  sum  of  Thirty  ($30)  dollars  annually 
thereafter. 

Section  5 — And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying- 
do  wn  from  time  to  time,  its  said  railroad 
tracks  on  said  streets,  adjust  its  said  tracks 
to  the  grades  of  said  streets  as  the  same  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  established  by 
law,  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the 
space  between  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet 
on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough  repair, 
and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  same 
free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but 
without  obstructing  the  other  portions  of 
said  streets  on  either  side  of  said  tracks, 
and  shall  pay  to  the  city,  if  and  so  often 
as  said  streets  or  either  of  them  shall  be 
paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  its  officers  and  agents 
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or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  author- 
ized by  the  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  re- 
paving  the  space  between  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

Section  6 — And  be  it  further  ordained 
that  non-compliance  at  any  time  or  times 
by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
with  any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby 
made  shall  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the 
grant  hereby  made,  which  shall  thereupon 
be  and  become  void,  and  that  nothing  short 
of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a 
waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Section  7 — And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  the  switch  hereby  authorized  shall  be 
constructed  in  all  respects  under  the  super- 
vision and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
City  Engineer,  and  that  the  rails  that  shall 
be  used  in  the  said  construction  and  renew- 
als thereof  from  time  to  time  shall  be  of 
such  character  as  the  City  Engineer  shall 
designate. 

Section  8 — And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  nothing  contained  in  this  grant  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  allow  the  grantee  or 
its  assigns  to  stand  any  car  or  cars  on  the 
said  switch  outside  of  the  building  line  of 
the  property  of  the  said  Mutual  Chemical 
Company  of  America. 

Section  9 — And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  if  at  any  time  the  track  on  Philpot 
Street  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway 
Company  shall  be  removed,  or  if  the  said 
track  shall  be  acquired  by  the  City  of  Bal-

timore  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
municipal  trackage  system  or  for  any  other 
purpose  of  the  municipality,  then  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  void,  and  all  the  franchises 
and  rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and 
be  determined  without  compensation  to  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns.

An  ordinance  regulating  the  loading,  unloading,  hand- 
ling and  shipment  of  explosives,  in  and  through  the 
Patapsco  River  and  tributaries,  and  providing  a  pen- 
alty  for   the   violation  thereof. 

Whereas,    the    question    of    danger    to  Regulation  of 
persons  and   property  from   explosions   of    ex^loslves 
dynamite  in  the  harbor  haying  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Qity  authorities  by 
the  explosion  upon  the  "Alum  Chine"  on 
March   7th,   1913,   the   Mayor   of  the   City 
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called  a  meeting  of  the  representatives  of 
the  railroad  and  steamship  companies,  the 
Board  of  Estimates,  the  City  Engineer,  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Sewerage  Commis- 
sion, the  Harbor  Board,  Col.  Lansing 
Beech,  United  States  Engineer  in  charge 
of  the  Port,  Major  B.  W.  Dunn,  Chief  In- 
spector of  the  Bureau  for  the  Safe  Trans- 
portation of  Explosives  and  other  danger- 
ous Articles,  and  other  City  officials,  and 
to  which  the  public  was  invited;  and  a 
thorough  discussion  was  held  as  to  the  lo- 
cation of  vessels  for  the  loading  of  ex- 
plosives and  as  to  proper  rules  and  regu- 
lations therefor.  The  discussion  brought 
out  the  fact  that  it  was  not  practicable  to 
T     ,.      ,  load  dynamite  out  in  the  Bay  on  account

mite.  of  the  extreme  danger  from  the  rough  water 

or  other  weather  conditions,  and  also  the 
danger  of  attempting  to  convey  dynamite 
to  a  ship  located  out  in  the  Bay,  and  that 
the  location  which  had  been  designated  by 
the  Harbor  Board,  known  as  the  New 
Quarantine  Anchorage  was  the  safest  and 
best  place  in  the  Port  of  Baltimore  for  the 
transshipment  of  explosives,  that  dynamite 
being  an  article  of  interstate  commerce  it 
was  claimed  by  the  representatives  of  the 
transportation  companies  and  the  United 
States  Government  that  it  was  net  within 
the  power  of  the  City  to  prohibit  its  trans- 
portation through  the  Port,  and  thai  the 
utmost  the  City  could  do  would  be  to  re- 
quire1 such  loading  to  take  place  at  the  New 
Quarantine  Anchorage,  and  to  provide  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  loading  in 
order  to  render  the  same  more  safe.  That 
at  said  meeting  the  Harbor  Engineer,  the 
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City  Engineer  and  the  City  Solicitor  were  Rules  and

requested   to   prepare  a   set  or   rules  and 
regulations  on  the  subject;  and 

Whereas  the  City  Engineer,  Harbor  En- 
gineer and  City  Solicitor  after  careful  con- 
sideration and  correspondence  with  the  best 
authorities  on  the  subject  prepared  a  set 
of  rules  and  regulations  and  submitted  the 
same  to  the  City  Council,  and  the  same  have 
been  duly  considered;  now,  therefore 

Section  1 — Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the 
following  rules  and  regulations  shall  gov- 
ern the  handling  of  explosives  in  the  Port 
of  Baltimore : 

1.  The  word  "explosives"  as  used  in 
these  regulations  includes  blasting  and 
electric  blasting  caps,  fulminate  compounds 
used  for  blasting,  sporting  and  smokeless 
powders  and  all  explosive  materials  used 
for  blasting  purposes. 

2.  All  explosives  to  be  transported  from 
land  by  water,  or  from  water  by  land,  are 
to  be  subject  to  all  of  the  City,  State  and 
National  Laws  in  reference  to  the  loading, 
unloading  and  handling   of   explosives. 

3.  After  permit  has  been  secured  from 
the  City  Engineer's  office,  as  provided  for 
by  Ordinance  No.  132,  approved  July  3rd, 
1912,  permit  may  be  secured  from  the  Har- 
bor Engineer  for  loading  smokeless  powder 
in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  2500  pounds 
aboard  vessels  while  lying  at  a  dock,  the 
Harbor  Engineer  to  designate  the  section 
in  which  this  amount  will  be  permitted  to 
be  loaded.

plosives,  in  any  part  of  the  Patapsco  River 
or  its  tributaries,  until  a  permit  has  been 
granted  by  the  Harbor  Board  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore. 

5.  Where  small  quantities  of  explosives 
are  to  be  loaded  or  transferred,  upon  ap- 
plication of  the  proper  authorities  the  Har- 
bor Engineer  will  issue  permit  for  the  load- 
ing of  these  explosives  Avithin  the  city  lim- 
its, when  necessity  appears  to  make  it  ad- 
visable, the  Harbor  Engineer  to  designate 
the  limits  within  which  the  transfer  may 
be  made. 

6.  An  Inspector  of  the  Harbor  Board 
will  first  inspect  the  Vessel,  to  see  that  it 
is  in  condition  to  receive  explosives,  before 
the  Harbor  Engineer  shall  issue  a  permit. 
The  Harbor  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  or  designate,  from  time  to  time, 
some  suitable  person  as  such  Inspector  and 
to  fix  a  reasonable  charge  for  such  inspec- 
tion. 

7.  The  Vessel  on  which  explosives  are  to 
be  loaded,  and  which  is  not  covered  by  Sec- 
tion 3  and  Section  5,  shall  be  well  within 
the  Anchorage  off  the  new  Quarantine  Sta- 
tion, and  shall  not  leave  the  permitted 
Anchorage  except  for  the  purpose  of  leav- 
ing Port. 

8.  All  the  necessary  work  in  construc- 
tion of  floors,  partitions,  etc.,  or  for  the 
removal  of  any  other  combustible  from 
that  part  of  the  hold  in  which  explosives 
are  to  be  stored,  shall  be  completed  before 
loading  of  the  explosives  is  commenced. 
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9.  All  decks,  gangways  and  holds  over  Rules  and 
which  explosives  must  be  passed  in  load- 
ing, must  be  freed  from  all  loose  metal  or 

tools  and  should  be  carefully  swept  before 
loading  is  commenced  and  after  loading- 
has  ceased. 

10.  The  vessel  into  which  explosives 
have  been  loaded,  or  are  being  loaded,  shall 
conspicuously  display  a  red  flag  from  the 
fore-peak,  of  the  size  prescribed  by  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  (16  sq.  ft),  and  at 
night  a  red  light  shall  be  conspicously  dis- 
played. 

11.  Xo  artificial  light  shall  be  permitted 
in  the  hold  of  the  vessel,  except  electric 
flash  lights  or  electric  lanterns  or  regular- 
electric  installation  of  the  vessel.  Engine 
room  fires  must  be  carefully  banked  dur- 
ing the  time  of  receiving  or  delivering  ex- 
plosives. 

12.  Before  vessels  loaded  with  explo- 
sives shall  be  allowed  to  unload  in  the  Port 
of  Baltimore,  the  Harbor  Board  and  the 
City  Engineer  must  be  notified  as  to  the 
nature  and  quantity  of  explosives  on  board 
and  the  time  when  and  place  where  it  is 
proposed  to  land  such  explosives.  Xo  ves- 
sel carrying  more  than  2,500  pounds  of 
explosives  will  be  allowed  to  unload  with- 
in the  city  limits. 

13.  Xo  unnecessary  fires  shall  be  per- 
mitted on  vessels  while  receiving  or  deliver- 
ing explosives,  and  those  fires  which  are 
deemed  necessary  must  be  left  in  constant 
charge  of  some  one  individual  during  the 
entire  period  in  which  the  explosives  are 
being  handled. 
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Rules  and  14.     After  all  proper  permits  have  been 

regulations.  ,  ,  x  . 

secured,  an  Inspector  appointed  by  the  Har- 
bor Board  shall  be  present  on  board  the 
ship  during  the  entire  time  when  explo- 
sives are  being  loaded  into,  or  are  un- 
loaded from  the  ship,  and  he  shall  be 
especially  charged  with  the  supervision  of 
such  loading  and  unloading.  The  cost  of 
such  inspection  to  be  borne  by  the  Agents, 
owners,  consignees  or  stevedores.  A  suffi- 
cient sum  to  cover  such  cost  shall  be  de- 
posited with  the  Harbor  Board  at  the  time 
of  obtaining  the  permit. 

15.  Explosives  shall  not  be  loaded  or 
carried  on  any  vessels  carrying  inflammable 
liquids,  inflammable  solids,  oxidizing  ma- 
terials, mineral  acids,  as  defined  in  Federal 
regulations  for  transportation  of  these  ex- 
plosives, or  articles  liable  to  spontaneous 
ignition,  or  to  give  oft'  inflammable  gases, 
unless  the  explosive  be  stored  in  separate 
looms  or  otherwise  so  separated  as  to  ef- 
fectually prevent  danger  to  the  explosive 
from  any  of  these  articles,  or  from  the  va- 
por thereof. 

16.  Where  blasting  caps  are  loaded  on 
the  same  vessel  with  high  explosives,  they 
must  be  put  in  a  different  compartment, 
the  distance  in  a  straight  line  from  the 
compartment  containing  the  blasting  caps 
to  the  explosives,  to  be  not  less  than  25 
feet  whenever  the  quantity  of  the  explo- 
sives exceeds  1,000  pounds,  and  not  less 
than  15  feel    in  any  case. 

17.  Gars  of  explosives  which  are  to  be 
transhipped  on  to  a  vessel  shall  not  be 
brought   into  the   City  limits   except   when 
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they  can  be  loaded  directly  on  to  car  floats,  Burlesul^fong 
and  immediately  thereafter  conveyed  to  the  . 
vessel  at  anchorage. 

18.  Barges  or  floats  on  which  there  are 
cars  carrying  explosives  shall  be  imme- 
diately conveyed  to  the  vessel  into  which 
the  explosives  are  to  be  loaded,  and  care 
must  be  taken  that  only  as  many  cars  as 
can  ordinarily  be  transferred  to  the  ves- 
sel during  that  day  shall  be  placed  on  the 
car  float  or  barge,  if,  for  any  unexpected 
reason,  it  is  seen  to  be  impossible  to  trans- 
fer all  of  the  explosives  on  the  car  float  into 
the  vessel  before  sundown,  the  car  float 
or  barge  shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  ves- 
sel to  a  safe  anchorage  and  carefully  made 
fast.  if  the  car  float  is  not  properly 
equipped  with  anchors,  hawsers,  etc,  and 
cannot  be  safely  anchored,  a  Tug  shall  re- 
main in  attendance  and  a  watchman  be 
kept  on  the  car  float  or  barge  until  the  fol- 
lowing morning  or  until  unloading  is  re- 
sumed. 

19.  Cars  containing  explosives  to  be 
transhipped  by  water  shall  be  conveyed  on 
car  floats  to  the  vessel,  on  which  explosives 
are  to  be  loaded,  between  sunrise  and  sun- 
set and  when  there  is  no  dense  fog. 

20.  Car  floats  or  barges  having  aboard 
cars  containing  explosives  shall  fly  at  each 
end  of  the  float,  not  less  than  15  feet  above 
the  deck,  a  red  flag  of  not  less  than  20 
square  feet  surface.  Red  lights  shall  be 
substituted  for  the  flags  if  the  barge  or  car 
float  remains  in  the  anchorage  after  sun- 
down. 
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Rules  and  21.     Tii"'  boats  towing  vessels,  floats  or 
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barges  aboard  of  which  there  are  explosives 
will  display  at  all  times  a  red  flag  of  at 
least  16  square  feet  surface  at  the  mast- 
head. Tug  boats  without  masts  will  dis- 
play the  flag  at  least  10  feet  above  the 
upper  deck. 

22.  Car  seals  on  carload  shipments  of 
explosives  for  transhipment  via  float  or 
barge  in  Baltimore,  must  not  be  broken,  ex- 
cept as  authorized  by  the  Federal  regula- 
tions, until  car  float  is  along  side  of  vessel 
on  which  explosives  are  to  be  loaded,  and 
only  then  when  it  is  necessary  to  begin 
unloading  the  car. 

23.  As  soon  as  a  barge  or  car  float  is 
loaded  with  cars  containing  explosives  it 
shall  immediately  be  taken  to  the  vessel 
in  which  the  explosives  are  to  be  loaded. 
Only  as  many  cars  as  can  be  loaded  aboard 
vessel  between  sunrise  and  sunset  shall  be 
transferred  by  float  to  the  vessel. 

24.  No  metal  tools  shall  be  used  in  load- 
ing, unloading  or  handling  explosives. 

25.  In  loosening  bracing  in  cars  of  ex- 
plosives only  a  wooden  wedge  and  wooden 
mall  or  mallet  may  be  used. 

26.  Cases  of  dynamite  or  kegs  of  powder 
must  not  be  thrown  dropped  or  dragged 
along  the  decks  of  vessels,  floors  of  cars 
or  over  each  other. 

27.  Broken  or  seriously  damaged  pack- 
ages of  explosives  may  be  recoopered  when 
it  is  practicable  and  not  dangerous.  A 
broken  box  of  dynamite  that  cannot  be  re- 
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coopered    should    be    reinforced    bv    stout  Rules  and 
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wrapping  paper  and  twine,  placed  in  an- 
other strong  box,  and  surrounded  by  dry, 
fine  sawdust,  or  dry  and  clean  cotten  waste, 
or  elastic  wads  made  from  dry  newspaper. 
A  ruptured  can  or  keg  should  be  inclosed 
in  a  grain  bag  of  good  quality  and  boxed 
or  crated.  Injured  packages  thus  protected 
and  and  properly  marked  may  be  forwarded. 
Packages  too  seriously  damaged  to  be  re- 
coopered  should  not  be  forwarded,  but  set 
aside  and  the  shipper  notified  to  make  dis- 
position of  them. 

28.  In  removing  broken  cases  or  kegs 
of  explosives  from  car  or  vessel,  care  must 
be  taken  to  remove  any  particles  of  loose 
explosives. 

29.  Metal  bale  hooks  must  never  be  used 
in  loading,  unloading  or  handling  explo- 
sives. 

30.  Men  engaged  in  loading,  unloading 
or  handling  explosives  must  not  carry  metal 
bale  hooks  or  other  metal  tools. 

31.  Men  engaged  in  loading,  unloading 
or  handling  explosives  barge  and  vessel 
crews,  must  not  have  or  carry  matches, 
firearms  or  cartridges  on  their  persons. 

32.  Persons  engaged  in  loading  or  un- 
loading explosives  shall  not- wear  boots  or 
shoes  with  iron  nails,  or  shod  or  strength- 
ened with  iron,  unless  such  boots  or  shoes 
are  covered  with  leather,  felt  or  some  other 
such  material.  Xo  person  under  the  influ- 
ence of  liquor  shall  be  allowed  on  any  ves- 
sel, barge  or  scow  on  which  explosives  are 
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will  they  be  permitted  to  approach  any 
vessel  while  in  the  course  of  being  loaded 
or  unloaded. 

33.  Smoking  is  prohibited  in  or  on  cars 
containing  explosives,  car  floats  having  ex- 
plosives aboard,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  ex- 
plosives aboard  vessels,  cars  or  barges. 

34.  In  transferring  explosives  from  cars 
to  vessel  or  one  vessel  to  another,  explo- 
sives must  be  handled  by  hand  or  regula- 
tion chute  and  mattress.  If  difference,  in 
elevation  between  vessel  and  car,  or  condi- 
tion of  weather,  renders  it  impossible  to 
transfer  or  load  by  hand  or  chute,  mechani- 
cal hoists  and  a  special  crate  or  basket  may 
be  used  and  the  explosives  carefully  lifted 
in  this  crate  or  basket  from  car  float  or  deck 
of  one  vessel  and  carefully  lowered  on  the 
mattress  on  the  deck  of  the  other.  Explo- 
sives transferred  in  this  manner  must  not 
be  handled  roughly.  They  should  be  hoisted 
and  lowered  carefully  and  only  deposited 
or  lowered  on  a  mattress.  Explosives  must 
be  transferred  from  a  crate  or  basket  into 
hold  of  boat  by  hand  or  regulation  chute 
and  mattress.  The  transfer  of  explosives 
by  crate  or  basket  into  the  hold  of  a  vessel 
is  prohibited.  Careful  men  must  be  se- 
lected to  handle  explosives.  Packages  of 
explosives  must  not  be  thrown,  dropped, 
rolled,  dragged  or  slid  over  each  other  or 
over  the  decks  of  boats  or  floors  of  cars. 
Dynamite4  boxes  should  be  loaded  with  top 
side  up,  powder  kegs  should  be  loaded  with 
seams  up.  All  explosives  must  be  handled 
carefully. 
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35.  When  an  inclined  chute  is  employed,  Rules  and 
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such  chute  shall  be  constructed  of  one  inch 
planed  boards  with  side  guards,  four  inches 
high,  extending  three  inches  above  top  face 
of  bottom  of  chute  and  throughout  its 
length  fastened  with  brass  screws. 

"D"  shaped  strips  or  runners  not  more 
than  six  inches  apart  and  running  length- 
wise of  the  chute  must  be  fastened  to  the 
upper  surface  of  the  bottom  part  by  means 
of  glue  and  wooden  pegs  extending  through 
the  bottom  part  and  runners.  Chutes  must 
be  occasionally  wiped  down  with  waste 
moistened  with  machine  oil,  when  dynamite 
packages  are  being  handled. 

A  stuffed  mattress  four  feet  wide  by  six 
feet  long  and  not  less  than  four  inches 
thick,  or  a  heavy  jute  or  hemp  mat  of  like 
dimensions  must  be  placed  under  the  dis- 
charging end  of  the  chute. 

The  incline  of  the  chute  should  be  such 
that  the  velocity  of  the  packages  sliding 
will  not  be  great  enough  to  cause  violent 
shock  when  coming  in  contact  with  other 
packages  or  when  reaching  bottom  of  slide 
or  men  must  be  stationed  alongside  the 
chutes  to  retard  the  velocity  of  the  pack- 
ages and  prevent  violent  shocks  when  pack- 
ages come  in  contact  with  each  other  or 
reach  bottom  of  chute. 

36.  The  Chief  Stevedore  or  person  in 
charge  of  stevedores  must  fully  understand 
and  see  that  all  persons  under  his  super- 
vision comply  with  these  rules  and  regula- 
tions. 
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37.  The  Inspector  appointed  by  the  City 
shall  have  authority  to  remove  any  man 
or  men  disobeying  or  violating  any  of  these 
rules  or  regulations,  or  whose  condition  of 
work  in  handling  explosives  is  a  menace  to 
safety.  The  City  Inspector  shall  have  au- 
thority to  stop  the  loading  or  unloading  of 
the  vessel  if  such  loading  or  unloading  is 
a  menace  to  public  safety. 

38.  No  explosives  will  be  allowed  to  be 
placed  aboard  a  vessel  until  the  rest  of  the 
cargo  has  been  placed  aboard  and  the  ves- 
sel trimmed.  Immediately  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  loading  of  explosives,  the  ves- 
sel shall  weigh  anchor  and  leave  port, 
weather  conditions  permitting. 

39.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense,  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  im- 
posed by  Ordinance. 

Section  2 — And  be  it  further  ordamed 
that  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  impose  any  liability 
upon  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more for  damages  for  loss  of  life  or  injuries 
to  any  person  or  property  which  may  oc- 
cur by  reason  of  any  explosion  in  the  Pa- 
tapseo  River  or  tributaries,  or  upon  any 
wharf  or  landing  connected  therewith, 
whether  said  explosion  shall  occur  by 
reason  of  the  failure  to  observe  any  or  all 
of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  or 
from  whatever  cause  the  same  may  occur; 
nor  shall  any  such  liability  be  imposed  upon 
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said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
by  reason  of  anything  that  may  be  done  or 
omitted  to  be  done  by  any  person  or  cor- 
poration under  or  in  pursuance  of  this  ordi- 
nance or  by  reason  of  any  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  Harbor  Board  or  any  Inspector 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  Ordinance 
to  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  herein 
prescribed.

An  ordinance  to  condemn  and  open  Wolfe  Street  from 
North  Avenue  to  Harford  Road,  "with  a  width  in 
part  of  seventy  feet  and  in  part  of  sixty  feet,  in 
accordance  with  the  plat  thereof  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets  on  the 
3rd  day  of  January,  1913,  and  now  on  file  in  said 
office. 

Sec.  1 — Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the.Condemn  and 
Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets,  be  and  °Pen  Wolfe 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
condemn  and  open  Wolfe  Street  from  the 
north  side  of  North  Avenue  to  the  east  side 
of  Harford  Road,  with  a  width  in  part  of 
seventy  feet  and  in  part  of  sixty  feet,  the 
land  hereby  directed  to  be  condemned  for 
said  Wolfe  Street,  being  described  as  fol- 
lows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  on  the  north  side 
of  North  Avenue  at  the  disfance  of  three  Description, 
hundred  feet  westerly  from  the  northwest 
corner  of  North  Avenue  and  Washington 
Street,  the  co-ordinates  of  said  beginning 
according  to  the  system  of  Topographical 
Survey  being  6803.25  feet  east  and  5420.11 
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Description.  feet  north,  and  running  thence  north  two 
degrees  forty-one  minutes  and  twenty  sec-

An  ordinance  to  prevent  conflict  and  ill-feeling  between 
the  white  and  colored  races  in  Baltimore  City,  and  to 
preserve  the  public  peace  and  promote  the  general 
welfare  by  making  reasonable  provisions  requiring  the 
use  of  separate  blocks  for  residences  by  white  and 
colored  people,  respectively. 

Section  1 — Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  "white"  and 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  that,  from  blocks6 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  Avhite  person  to 
use  as  a  residence  or  place  of  abode  any 
house,  building  or  structure,  or  any  part 
thereof,  located  in  any  colored  block,  as  the 
same  is  hereinafter  defined ;  and  it  shall  also 
be  unlawful  for  any  colored  person  to  use 
as  a  residence  or  place  of  abode  any  house, 
building  or  structure,  or  any  part  thereof, 
located  in  any  w7hite  block  as  the  same  is 
hereinafter  defined.  Provided,  however, 
that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  preclude 
persons  of  either  race  employed  as  servants 
by  persons  of  the  other  race  from  residing 
upon  the  premises  of  which  such  employer  is 
the  owner  or  occupier,  and  that  nothing  here- 
in contained  shall  be  construed  or  operate  to  Right  to  occupy. 
prevent  any  person,  who  at  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  shall  have  acquired 
a  legal  right  to  occupy,  as  a  residence  any 
building  or  portion  thereof,  whether  by  de- 
vise, purchase  lease,  or  other  contract,  from 
exercising  such  legal  right,  and  that  noth- 
ing in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  apply  to  the  use  of  any  building 
or  structure  except  such  as  are  located  with- 
in either  a  white  or  a  colored  block,  as  here- 
inbelow  defined. 
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Definitions.  Section  2 — And  be  it  further  ordained  by 

the  Mayor  mid  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
that  the  following  constitute  Definitions. 
The  word  "block"  as  the  same  is  used  in  this 
ordinance,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  that 
portion  of  any  street  or  alley,  upon  both 
sides  of  the  same  between  the  two  adjacent 
intersecting  or  crossing  streets.  In  any  case 
where  either  of  the  said  adjacent  streets  in- 
tersects but  does  not  cross  the  street  upon 
which  the  block  in  question  may  be  located, 
the  houses  upon  the  side  of  the  last  men- 
tioned street  facing  the  intersecting  street 
$hall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  said  block. 
Corner  houses  shall  be  deemed  to  be  located 
in  the  block  in  which  they  are  numbered. 

A  "white  block"  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  a  block,  as  hereinabove  defined,  in 
which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, white  persons  shall  be  residing,  and 
in  which  at  said  date,  no  colored  person 
shall  be  residing,  except  such,  if  any,  as  may 
be  employed  as  servants  by  white  residents 
therein,  as  provided  in  Section  1  hereof; 
a  "colored  block"  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
a  block,  as  hereinabove  defined,  in  which,  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
colored  persons  shall  be  residing,  and  in 
which,  at  said  date,  no  white  person  shall 
be  residing,  except  such,  if  any,  as  may  be 
employed  as  servants  by  colored  residents 
therein,  as  provided  in  Section  1  hereof. 

A  resident  of  any  block  shall  be  construed 
to  include  any  person  occupying  any  room

Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to,  at  any  and 
all  reasonable  times,  enter  upon  and  into 
any  and  all  premises,  buildings  or  struc- 
tures within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
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timore,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and 
inspecting  the  same,  to  ascertain  the  condi- 
tions thereon  or  therein  with  regard  to  the 
presence  or  arrangement  of  deposits  of,  or 
any  articles,  materials,  substances,  goods,

Section  1 — Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  "White"  and 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that,  from  wocksed 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  white  person  to 
use  as  a  residence  or  place  of  abode  any 
house,  building  or  structure,  or  any  part 
thereof,  located  in  any  colored  block,  as  the 
same  is  hereinafter  denned ;  and  it  shall  also 
be  unlawful  for  any  colored  person  to  use  occupation. 
as  a  residence  or  place  of  abode  any  house, 
building  or  structure,  or  any  part  thereof, 
located  in  any  white  block,  as  the  same  is 
hereinafter  defined.  Provided,  however,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  preclude  per- 
sons of  either  race  employed  as  servants  by 
persons  of  the  other  race  from  residing  upon 
the  premises  on  which  such  employer  re- 
sides, and  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  or  operate  to  prevent  any 
person  who,  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  shall  have  acquired  a  legal 
right  to  occupy,  as  a  residence,  any  build- 
ing or  portion  thereof,  whether  by  devise, 
purchase,  lease  or  other  contract,  from  exer-

building,  or  any  part  of  any  building,  who 
shall  cause  or  permit  the  same  to  be  used 
in  violation  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  equally  guilty  of  a  misde-  - 
meanor  with  the  person  occupying  or  using 
said  building,  or  any  part  of  said  building, 
and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalty  prescribed  in  this  section  of  this 
Ordinance. 

Section  6 — And  be  it  further  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
that  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  switch 
to  connect  with  its  tracks  on  Aliceanna  Street  and  to 
extend  in  front  of  the  property  of  H.  D.  Dreyer. 

Section  1 — Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the 
Northern  Central  Railway  Company  be  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  a  switch  to  connect  with 
its  tracks  on  Aliceanna  Street  and  to  ex- 
tend in  front  of  the  property  of  H.  D.

AYhereas  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  has  opened,  and  is  now  construct- 
ing and  paving,  a  broad  water  front  street  on 
the  south  side  of  the  Harbor,  known  as  Key 
Highway,  which  said  street  connects  with 
Light  Street,  between  York  and  Hill  Streets, 
and  the  completion  of  which  it  is  antici- 
pated will  be  followed  by  a  large  volume  of 
travel  upon  Light  Street  from  Hill  Street

Whereas  Light  Street  north  of  Lee

Company,  a  corporation  tinder  the  laws  of  the  State
